Dancing around the issues

I’ve noticed something about the direction that 
conversations take when talk turns to Marc Hall and 
his fight with the Catholic School Board in his 
hometown. 


In case you've missed it, Hall is the Oshawa high 
school student whose request to bring a same-sex 
date to his prom has unleashed a veritable firestorm 
of controversy hereabouts. Well, actually, it wasn’t 
his request to bring his boyfriend that spawned the 
broohaha per se, but rather the fact that, after 
months of dithering, his high school principal 
refused the permission Hall had sought. The 
principal’s decision was subsequently upheld by the local Catholic school board, a decision 
which, in turn, has spawned a lawsuit against the board, with Hall claiming that he is being 
denied his rights under the Charter. 


It’s an interesting case that has rarely been out of the media spotlight since it broke— 
and public opinion, in the main, seems to be squarely behind Hall. Yet every conversation 
on the subject—gay, straight or mixed bag—in which I’ve been involved, there’s a perva- 
sive feeling that this is all a tempest in a teapot. 


It is, after all, just a prom, the thinking goes, and we all know, based on our advanced 
age, wisdom and experience, just how important proms are, in the larger scheme of 
things. 

It’s an attitude | find patronizing, even while | am forced to admit that my prom certainly 
never changed my life. That said, however, it must have been important to me at the time, 
because more than three decades later, | can still remember not only the precise date it 
occured and the colour of the suit | wore, but a whole slew of other extraneous details 
as well. 


| can even remember who | took to my prom—and no, it wasn’t my boyfriend. (Back 
then, | wasn’t ready to admit | even wanted one, and besides, if memory serves, the guy | 
fancied playing a chaste Damon to my Pythias was a devout Baptist, which would have 
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made him a pretty lousy prom date anyway, considering Baptist views on dancing.) Clearly, 
in my teenaged mind, it wasn’t just a prom | was going to but rather a watershed event 
in my life—my much-anticipated first step into an adult world where | could stay up all 
night (1 did) and even drink my face off if | chose (surprisingly, | didn’t). 


And while much has changed since 1967,1 suspect that kids today view their proms in 
much the same light, if not moreso, completely oblivious to the fact that, in the final 
analysis, a prom is just a dance after all. 


What makes a prom—any prom—important is the sense of aniticpation, that feeling 
that you are closing one chapter of your life and opening another. It is a brief, shining 
moment when you feel that life has finally moved into happy-ever-after, and everything is 
fraught with rich possibility. I’m told that in some public schools, a same-sex date for the 
prom is old hat, but not surprisingly, the Catholic Church and its schools cling tenaciously 
to institutionized homophobia with one hand, even while the other is busy collecting tax 
dollars to subsidize the bigotry. 


Some offer the fact that they are only using Catholic tax dollars as justificiation. In the 
end, however, there is only one tax-payer and every dollar that goes into the Catholic 
system is one less that won’t support a public system, which is for everyone regardless 
of race, creed, colour or sexual orientation, and is, for that reason, the only one which 
should be supported by our tax dollars. 


Sure, as some argue, young Mr. Hall could have attended his prom as part of a group 
and passed his boyfriend off as just another friend, and Lord knows, that’s a route that’s 
been followed countless times. But that means buying into the self-loathing that has 
always gone hand in hand with institutionalized homophobia. And surely, we've outgrown 
that. Sure, it’s just a prom and a prom is just a dance, but we owe it to Hall and to 
hundreds of even younger kids to cast our minds back to the days when we didn’t know 
that, and fight like hell on their behalf to ensure it’s not a closeted affair. 


And as for Mary Martin, the chair of the Durham District Catholic School Board, who 
wept when she announced her board’s support of the ban on Hall’s date of his choice, 
and then justified those tears by explaining that she was a mother, too, she could have 
saved her tears. 


By your very actions, you and your board have identified yourselves to most thinking 
human beings as some of the most bigoted Mothers in Canada—in a way that transcends 
your ability to procreate. 


But have a happy Mother’s Day, nonetheless.

would later grow to an organiza- 

tion with a Board of Directors, an

staff, hundreds of volunteers, and an 
audience of 20,000...which makes it an event not to be missed by any gay, popcorn-eating 
film-buff. 


Kathleen Mullen, Director of Programming for Inside Out, reminds us that the goal of 
the festival hasn’t changed over the years, “We want to provide a community festival and 
a place for people to see gay, lesbian, trans, bisexual and two-spirited films from around 
the world,” she says. The Toronto festival received 570 submissions this year, of which 
250 have been selected for our viewing pleasure, from as far away as Mainland China.

sure to check out films from 
Europe, China and the Aids In Africa series. After all, 
subtitles aren’t that hard to read.

In its twelfth year, the Toronto Lesbian and Gay Film and Video Festival not only gives 
us an opportunity to become reacquainted with our global gay community, but as Mullen 
states, “It creates a feeling, a sense of pride for the gay community. When you sit with 
300 people in a theatre to watch a queer film, it also creates a sense that we're not alone.” 


Not surprisingly, with all the great films available to view before mainstream media 
catches on to them, tickets go fast for this event. So, if you're getting the itch for culture,

Horrific details are still emerging about the suicide of Emmet Fralick, the fourteen-year- 
old Halifax boy who shot himself in April. There are allegations of schoolyard extortion 
and machinations that have the whiff of some sort of junior organized crime ring. But, as 
details come out, let’s see how long before sexual orientation gets thrown into the mix. 
Gay or not, being accused of homosexuality is still leading young people to suicide. 
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“Faggot” remains the most potent epithet available to school students today. Judging Bonuses 


by recent events reported in the media, as well as anecdotal research of my own, | have 
concluded that to be labelled gay is still to be marginalized as the most undesirable entity 
on campus. 
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The issue had an interesting hearing in British Columbia recently when a former high 
school student sued the North Vancouver school district and won. His case was based 
on the years of taunting and terrorism he withstood as a student, a state of affairs he 
claimed had prevented him from receiving the education he was entitled to by law and 
which had made the years after high school exceedingly difficult as well. The homosexual 
accusation predominated among the tauntings that he received. 
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This case, at least on the strictly legal front, had a happy ending. Though the school 
district was made to pay only $4,000 in damages—a fraction of what the claimant was 
requesting—the issue is clear. Schools must make it safe for kids to go to school without 
being terrorized. What a breakthrough. 


Another British Columbia case ended much less happily. Hamed Nastoh, a young 
Vancouver-area boy jumped from a bridge a couple of years ago after ceasing to cope with 
continual taunts about what other students perceived to be his sexual orientation. 


In his suicide note, he told his parents he was not gay. 


The media seem inordinately obsessed with this particular detail. In a number of 
recent cases, victims of bullies—or their families have insisted they were not gay. The 
implication, | can’t help feeling, is:“...and he didn’t even deserve it”.

The situation is grave. Even after numerous suicides and all the education that has gone 
on around the issue of bullying, students need a lot more education—and so do teachers. 


A friend of mine has children in elementary school. Her son has taken under his wing 
a developmentally disabled boy who is in his class. He plays with him, protects him and 
enjoys his company. So, on Valentine’s Day, the friends gave each other cards. Other kids 
decided the two are gay. 


Do you want to go at it all night long? 
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When her son came home in tears, my friend went to talk to the teacher about the 
climate in her class. 


“Oh, kids always call each other terrible names,” said the teacher. 


My friend, who doesn’t consider “gay” a terrible name, suggested the teacher recon- 
sider her phrasing, but the whole issue was way over the teacher’s head. 


And, while everybody loves Will and Jack, according to my nephews in high school, the 
Number One choice for an insult remains “gay”. 


One wonders when it will end if all the progress of the last decades of gay liberation 
has not altered the schoolyard perception that gay equals bad. The temptation is to say 
that nothing has changed, but | reject that idea. We will hardly be able to move forward 
in our fight for equality if we do not recognize the advances we have made. For the sake 
of our own morale, we must acknowledge progress where it exists. 
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Though some individual teachers may still be ignorant, and plenty of students remain 
beholden to the power of hate, governments and the courts recognize the correctness 
of our position. People still discriminate and bully people based on sexual orientation 
(real or perceived), but the law recognizes it as a crime. That is progress. 


But where we will move ahead now is in places like the fight by the enormously brave 
young hero, Marc Hall, who is suing his school board in Ontario to allow him to bring his 
boyfriend to the prom.

People like Hall are going to symbolize the real progress that is made on the front- 
lines—not in legislation or in court decisions, but by standing up as an individual and 
demanding to be respected for who he is. That’s progress.

Carrie from 
Singles 


Singles is the most recent addition to the cablevision courtship crop, a thirteen-part 
documentary on flying solo in search of co-pilots, brought to you by the Life Network and 
Paperny Films. Television voyeurs will be most familiar with the production company’s 
previous offering, Kink,a doco that pulled no punches—especially when they were part of 
an SM scene. 


In keeping with the democratic nature of current media, Singles offers the viewer a 
smorgasbord of diversity, including not one but two gay characters. Carrie is a thirty-eight- 
year-old known for her sharp wit and strong personality. Despite a self-proclaimed 
shyness, she does not let this description down, on or off the screen. 


“lam difficult, and people have to stand their ground with me!” she laughs when queried 
if she intimidates others, “but I’m really a pussy cat; a teddy bear. And very loyal to the 
people | care about.” 


Drew, Singles’ gay male, is an artist “on the dark side of thirty”, with a personality that 
falls somewhere between William F Buckley Jr. and Marilyn Monroe. Rest assured, it’s a 
charming combination. 


In terms of their involvement with Singles, both cite the excellent Paperny-produced 
documentary on Vancouver’s Dr. Peter as a key factor in their decisions to sign on for the 
project. In speaking with both of them, it becomes rapidly apparent that neither was an 
obvious candidate for inclusion in the series: Carrie is no fan of reality programming and 
Drew doesn’t even own a TV set. 


“This was really about walking into fear and doing something different,’ says Carrie of 
her decision to dive into the experience. “You leave yourself a bit vulnerable when you 
put your life out there; it’s hard to capture the essence of someone in twenty-six minutes.” 


Drew, on the other hand, is slightly less philosophical when it comes to his reasons for 
taking part. “Last summer it seemed like everyone had a film crew following them,” he 
jokes. “It was the essential accessory—I had to have one!” 


The two also acknowledge that dating was not their most important leisure activity 
prior to their participation on the show. 


“Oh, | date,’ Drew stresses, “and | wanted to ask each one of the guys [on the show] 
out anyway, but this really motivated me to get out of the studio and meet people with 
the intention of dating.” 


“| don’t date... very often!” laughs Carrie. “I’ve tried ‘contrived’ dating and it’s very 
disappointing; an awkward process. | believe in fate, and here we are running around 
dating—things will happen when they happen. Still, | have moments when | think ‘Oh my 
god, I’ve got to make something happen!” 


Regardless of their motivation or outlook on courtship, both bring a certain spark to 
this spotlight on single life, particularly when it comes to the challenge of somehow “repre- 
senting gay” on television. 


“| didn’t want to be a stereotypical lesbian. | don’t like labels,” offers Carrie. “I didn’t 
want to be presented as what people think a gay woman is like. | respect people for what 
they are and we all come from different walks of life. | don’t identify through my sexuality: 
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I’m Carrie first, but my sexuality is certainly a part of who | am.” 


If Carrie’s primary goal was step outside of a stereotype, then the mere presence of 
Drew on the show challenges some others directly. Particularly in a geographic sense. 


“My figure is not ‘Greek’, and sometimes | realize that I’m not in step with Vancouyer,” 
he says. “! admire people who make the effort to modify their bodies, | just don’t have that 
kind of time! We live in the sadomasochistic culture, and | wish people were kinder to 
themselves because it’s a self-imposed masochism. | feel you have to be comfortable in 
your own skin and hope for the best; it’s really about your relationship with yourself, first.” 


As for the mechanics of participating in a reality series like Singles, both stress that, in 
hindsight, living life in a goldfish bowl was not such a big deal. 


“?'m actually very shy and | hide it well by being in people’s faces. It took me a while to 
get used to the camera being there,” Carrie recalls. “But the people | worked with were 
fabulous; if they hadn’t been the way they were, | would’ve backed out of it. They were 
kind and considerate and very respectful of my life and what | wanted to share with them.” 


“| don’t know if | would have gone a date with someone who came with a camera 
crew!” Drew laughs. “I mean, this is really not a good way to date, but the presence of the 
crew didn’t bother me at all.” In reality, the detached observation of himself at the series’ 
wrap party was what made the whole project even more worthwhile for Drew. “I’ve 
always thought of myself as being modest and self-effacing, so it really was a good experi- 
ence. If all | got out of Singles was seeing myself in a new way, then it was worth it.” 


In fact, after seeing a larger-than-life portrait of himself at the party, Drew created a nude 
of similar scale for the foundation show at Emily Carr. “I recommend that everyone have 
a larger-than-life portrait made of themselves: it really gives you a whole new sense of your 
place in the world,” he says. 


In terms of relationships, all the participants on Singles (one hesitates to call them 
“characters”) offer their own perspective—some positive, some negative. The most signif- 
icant aspect of the series is that it shows single life to be pretty much the same for every- 
body—gay, straight and everything in 
between. Nonetheless, both Drew and 
Carrie have their own ideas about what 
makes gay relationships—or even same-sex 
marriage—tick. This is particularly true for 
Drew, whose tag-line in the Singles’ media- 
blitz was “There’s a reason they call it 
wedlock!” 


“Well, perhaps if Prince Charming came 
along...” he laughs, qualifying his earlier 
statement. “There is so much discus- 
sion about the issue [gay marriage] 
right now, but it seems to me that it all 
centres around property or what will 

happen if. | just don’t know that it’s for everyone. We have such an opportunity to re- 

define what these relationships could be,” he continues. “And there are also those people 
who want a traditional type of marriage—as long as they can sleep with hot guys on their 
holidays!”

Carrie, conversely, is more open to the possibility of everlasting love. Providing it’s 
genuine. “There are those times when you realize you're grown-up enough and you care 
enough about somebody that you're prepared to grow with them and make some 
changes,” she says. “I want to meet an individual who knows what they want and isn’t afraid 
to go after it. Humour and intelligence are also important; good conversation is like 
foreplay to me.” 


With the project now behind them and out on the airwaves for all to see, both Drew 
and Carrie like to think that they were able to bring something of value to the series and, 
in turn, the viewer. 


“| hope I’ve been able to offer a more rounded perspective of what it’s like to be single,” 
Carrie says. “There are some tremendous advantages and some tremendous disadvan- 
tages; all joking aside, it can be very difficult. Being strong, to me, is about airing your 
vulnerabilities and ‘wearing’ them. | hope people can relate to what | have to say.” 


“| think Singles has taught me how to be fearless,’ Drew says of the experience, “and | 
hope some people who see it will pick up on that. | mean, we're all searching for that 
mutual experience; we can’t hold ourselves back. And, of course, there’s nothing nicer than 
sex, really, is there?!” 


Good point, Drew. Damn the torpedoes, full speed ahead! W

James: The glamour of the early 
twentieth century—the ‘20s, ‘30s and 
the ‘40s are attractive right now. Deep, rich, saturated colour—jewel tones, lush, plush 
textures. Old world charm would be a good way to describe it. It’s all about exploring an 
interior with layered mixtures of materials. It’s a little bit Art Deco, a little Hollywood 
glamour. It’s a reaction to all the Zen minimalism that we have been seeing in the last few 
years. Don’t get me wrong, though, minimalism is a classic look that will never disappear, 
this is a new direction for people to move toward. 


Outlooks: Do you mean interiors such as your new townhome, which you describe as 
very Moulin Rouge? (Which can be seen in the March 2002 issue of House and Home.) 


James: Yes. 
Outlooks: What was your inspiration? 


James: Actually, it was my partner Barry and his collections, as well-as his paintings 
which inspired it. You’ve seen his work at NewZones Gallery, [Barry Weiss is an artist 
whose landscapes evoke a romantic, turn-of-the-century feeling]. Our last space was a 
minimalist space that | had done before | had met Barry and this new space definitely gives 
us the opportunity to showcase his collections. He’s the antithesis of a minimalist—he’s 
a maximalist, his collections can shine here. It’s kind of like a turn of the century 
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gentlemen’s club. 


Outlooks: So this is the direction that 
things are moving in then? 


James: Yes. I’m using materials that I’ve 
never used before, like fringe, lace and 
peacock feathers. It’s a layered, textural 
look. I’m loving fabric like velvet, chenille, and 
mohair. I’m also always a sucker for ambient, 
sexy lighting. Lighting is so important 
because it can soften the complexion. 

Outlooks: How can someone who can’t 
afford to use a designer create this look? 


James: Flea Markets. When we 
travel, we always scour the local flea 
market. You'll always find great pieces 
to use to put together the look you 
want.A lot of the great things you see 
in Elle Décor are from flea markets 
around the world. If you have the ability to travel to Montréal, Toronto and New York—or 
even scour them locally—do it. When we were in New York last month, | saw wonderful 
chinoiserie vintage wallpaper and Japanese inspired cloisonné lamps that are definitely 
hot—this is the type of item that can add impact to a room. Paint is also the least expen- 
sive way to create a mood; done correctly in a small modest apartment a rich paint colour 
is mood enhancing. We live in a cold climate for eight months out of the year and paint 
can create a warm, comfortable space. Whatever your budget, ambient lighting is also 
important. Most apartments have those globe lights on the ceiling; you can always find 
inexpensive forms of lighting to use instead of that overhead. Whatever the budget, 
multiple forms of lighting should be covered. Something like velvet—textural and 
sexy—could be from either Primavera in Toronto or from your local Fanny’s Fabric. 
Spend what you can afford.

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Decorating for less

Decorating seems to have been a passion 
of mine for almost my entire life. | remember 
coming home from school one day and 
moving all the furniture around. | was only 
twelve years old and believed that my family 
and | would have a new livingroom if we just 
looked at the stuff we had from a different 
perspective. 


| remember dividing the long living and 
dining room of our modest house with the 
sofa; | then angled the two armchairs into 
the opposite corners to round out the 
room. And all of a sudden—there was an 
intimate conversation area rather than the 
“bowling alley” effect with all the furniture 
lined up tightly around the room. 


After the furniture was moved, | realized 
that the artwork would have to be re-hung, the lighting had to be moved around and the 
drapes just didn’t belong any longer. | was on my way to becoming a decorating fanatic!

He didn’t know what 
to think; he just knew he would have to memorize a new route to the bathroom in the 
middle of the night. They must have really liked it; the living room’s furniture arrangement 
hasn’t changed since that day when | was twelve. 

Now, when | hear a friend say it’s time to redecorate, | suggest my re-arrangement 
exercise first. Here are few suggestions for making your home feel different by simply re- 
using your existing furniture, or adding a few simple accessories:

Here’s an update from the Calgary Gay/Lesbian Police Liaison Committee on recent 
initiatives and upcoming events happening in your communities. 


We recently conducted a community awareness drive to distribute [anti-] gay bashing 
posters in gay or gay-friendly bars, restaurants and businesses. The Calgary Police Service 
hopes that the posters will encourage victims of hate/bias incidents or crimes to report 
to the police. 


Please have a look at the Calgary Police Service web site (www.calgarypolice.com). 
You can find the Cultural Resources Unit through the “Sections and Units” link and have 
a look at Gay/Lesbian for information on my position as your liaison. The site also has 
the gay-bashing and domestic violence posters available for downloading. 


Please watch for me at the upcoming Pride Parade and Street Fair. We will be active 
in the parade and will have a booth set up in the street fair. A representative will be there 
from Police Recruiting, so please stop by and say hello. | will also be attending A.R.G.R.A. 
again this year and will have our recruiting display set up in the tent. 


Please know that the Calgary Gay/Lesbian Police Liaison Committee is working to 
improve policing of your communities. If there is an issue that you would like the 
committee to address please feel free to contact any of our members listed below and 
we will be happy to respond to your concern. W

Please keep in mind that you do not need to be a victim of a criminal 
offence to contact the police. If you feel victimized by something 
someone has said to you motivated by their dislike for your sexual 
orientation, you can report this as a hate incident by calling Police 
Communications at (403) 266-1234. 


The Calgary Police Service has a new response unit for same-sex 
domestic abuse, and community members can now report victimiza- 
tion directly to the Domestic Conflict Unit. Constable Christa Rivard 
is the designated liaison for domestic abuse happening within your 
communities. For emergencies, you will still have to call 911 or Police 
Communications at (403) 266-1234. However, if this is a late- 
reporting incident, you can call Constable Rivard directly at (403) 206-8338. The Calgary 
Gay/Lesbian Police Liaison Committee will be doing another community awareness drive 
for domestic abuse soon, so watch for the new posters. 


In case you haven’t heard, there is a mew community-based website 
www.reporthate.org. This site allows for the reporting of hate incidents and crimes by 
victims or witnesses, and also provides education about sections of the criminal code 
pertaining to hate/bias crime. The site will provide the police a better understanding of 
the amount of victimization that is occurring and not being reported to them. The organ- 
izers of the site share statistical information as well as an understanding of what victims 
are suffering.

TELEVISION REVIEW 


It’s about artistic liberation

Art and homosexuality have been intertwined for thousands of years. 


In a culture that suppresses homosexuality, the gay arts thrive underground. They 
surface only at great risk to the artist, and have long been couched in religious, mytho- 
logical or other indirect means. Sometimes, the gay artist becomes the gay basher, using 
negative imagery and stereotypes in order to be able to portray any aspect of homosex- 
uality. 

At the opposite end of the spectrum, we have societies where gays and lesbians have 
managed to cover their nature through extravagance and over-the-top sarcasm. 


“Oh dear, look at that funny man in the dress and the make-up.” 


Anyone who remembers the 1970s will 
know what | mean. It was a brief period 
where both extremes co-existed. That’s 
how we ended up with John Lennon and 
David Bowie as rumoured lovers and 
homosexual seducers. The ex-Beatle once 
punched out the lights of an unfortunate 
fellow who dared voice what everyone was 
whispering about his odd vacation with 
closeted gay manager Brian Epstein. And the 
gender-bending Ziggy Stardust (Bowie's 
alter-ego) inspired millions of straight boys 
to put on glitter eye shadow, dye their hair 
and pack the crotches of their stretch-tight 
slacks.

That said, fans of the roly-poly pianist will more than enjoy this interview. The 
presenter is Michael Parkinson, a hugely famous celebrity interviewer in Great Britain. 
Think Barbara Walters, but less masculine. The show is a nice mix of surface-level chat, 
with musical performances tossed in here and there. 


And it’s those performances that will put a smile on the face of any Elton fan. How can 
you go wrong with Robbie Williams belting out an Elton John number? And the reunion 
of Kiki Dee and Elton for Don’t Go Breaking My Heart is a highlight. Even if both voices 
have faded over the years, it’s a true occasion to have them back together. 


There's no question that a true Elton fan will enjoy the interview portion. There aren’t 
any big surprises, and, unfortunately, none of the campy bitchiness that made the 
documentary Tantrums and Tiaras so wonderful. But, in this case, the Elton fan can sit back, 
relax and enjoy some historic performances, a little bit of info on the changes our Rocket 
Man has been through, and overall enjoy a show that keeps the Elton legacy alive. 


The new reality for gay artists is front and centre in The Photographer, a profile of 
Toronto-based photographer and artist Michael Chambers. Switching over to The 
Photographer was like stepping from a dark nostalgia into a rough, but earnest, truth. 


A black artist, born in Jamaica but now seemingly more Canadian than Caribbean, 


Chambers is one of the premier photographers in our country. Yet, for most of us, this 
will be the first time we’ve ever heard of him. His startling and challenging images of the 
human nude are stunning in a way that’s sometimes reminiscent of Robert Mapplethorpe, 
but far beyond in their humanity. 


So, what of the new reality? 


The documentary never out-front says that Chambers is gay. His sexual orientation is 
less of a factor here than the wholeness of his life, experience and art. Chambers focuses 
more on his feelings and perceptions as a black man, as a Caribbean-Canadian, than as a 
gay man. 


Yet, it’s this focus, with an emphasis on headless human forms intertwining with nature 
that eventually celebrates the sexuality in us all. Chambers makes no distinction between 
the beauty of the human female, male, black, white or whatever pigeonhole you care to 
name. It’s all beauty, all pain, all joy, all human—no matter what the sexual orientation of 
the photographer or subject. 


The documentary has its flaws. There’s a rough, almost homemade quality to it at 
times. The narrator, for instance, is a woman of colour with a voice like a metronome set 
to a death-march rhythm. 


Still, | challenge anyone to come away untouched from the stories of Chamber’s fighting 
for a career, or the stories of his models and friends and their coming to grips with their 
cultural and sexual background. Most of all, it’s impossible for anyone to come away 
without a better understanding of just how breathtakingly beautiful the human form is. 


Here is an artist who is at once confident and willing to challenge himself. Is he gay? 
Are his models gays and lesbians? In the end, it doesn’t matter. Chambers doesn’t hide 
his orientation, and he doesn’t whore it for money. It’s simply a wonderful and integral 
part of himself, his work and his life. 


That’s true artistic liberation. W

Urgent support needed

The Surrey school book banning case goes to the Supreme Court of Canada June 12.The 
case will set a precedent, based on the Charter of Rights, that will affect schools’ treatment 
of gay issues all across the country. 


The monumental case before the nation’s highest judicial body stems out of three 
innocuous children’s books about same-gender parenting. The books, One Dad, Iwo Dad, Red 
Dad, Blue Dad, Asha’s Moms and Belinda’s Bouquet were submitted for consideration to the 
Surrey School Board in December 1996. 


The Surrey School Board has specific policies about which books can be approved in the 
system for teaching about family life or sex education, but suggestions can be made by any 
teacher. James Chamberlain, a Surrey kindergarten teacher, submitted the three titles to the 
board, along with a resource list recommended by the organization Gay and Lesbian 
Educators of B.C. (GALE). 


The Surrey Teachers’ Association intervened after several months, saying the board was 
procrastinating and threatened to file a grievance against the board if a decision of some 
sort was not taken. 


In response, the school board passed two resolutions: one stated that no resources 
recommended by GALE be approved in the district, and the other that no resources 
regarding gay and lesbian issues be approved in the district. 


Among the members of the Surrey School Board is Heather Stilwell (a former leader of 
the extremist Christian Heritage Party of Canada) and several others who apparently share 
her views on homosexuality. Stilwell chaired the meeting at which the books were banned. 


Chamberlain took the case to the B.C. Supreme Court, joined by co-litigants Murray 
Warren, a Coquitlam school teacher, Diane Wilcox, a Surrey parent, Blaine Cook, who was 
then a Surrey high school student, and Rosamund Elwin, the author of Asha’s Moms. 


In December 1998, the B.C. Supreme Court affirmed that the litigants were correct and 
that the board had made its decision in a discriminatory and arbitrary way based on 
religious views, rather than educational or curricular merits. 


The board had argued that the books would be harmful to children, because it would 
confuse them and make them question the messages they receive at home and through 
their religion. They also argued that the books were age-inappropriate. 


The court threw out those arguments, saying the books were used in other districts 
without harmful effects on students there, and also quashed both resolutions that the board 
had earlier passed regarding gay resources in the school. 


In July 1999, parts of the decision were appealed by the school board, which argued that 
they had the right to determine policy regarding appropriate resources and maintained that 
the books were not appropriate for kindergarten and Grade | students, but they did not 
continue to argue that the books were harmful. 


The Court of Appeal replied that the books should be available in school libraries, but 
put caveats on their use, according to Chamberlain. 


“What became grey is that the judges ruled that the books could only be used in certain 
circumstances by a classroom teacher, only with prior consultation with the community,’ he 
says. “It was a partial victory for us, in that we were arguing that teachers should have the 
professional autonomy to determine what books to read in their classroom and the judges 
agreed with that.” 


Essentially, if a child was being discriminated against, one of the books could be used in 
the classroom to ameliorate the situation. But there was a chill on discussing anything 
homosexual in the Surrey school district and the appeal decision was sufficiently ambiguous 
that the Surrey Teachers’ Association warned its members about the possibility of action 
from the district depending on the manner in which the material was presented. 


“The ultimate effect of the second ruling was not really to change much in terms of class- 
room practice,” says Chamberlain. 

At that point, the litigants could have let the matter rest, but that would have created a 
precedent for school districts and courts across the country. They decided to petition the 
Supreme Court of Canada, which just recently announced it would hear the case. 


Joe Arvay, the free speech advocate who has represented Little Sister's bookstore in its 
battle with the federal government, is the counsel in the case. 


“It is the first case of its kind in Canada to be heard on the issue of discrimination, in the 
school system, of same-sex families,’ Chamberlain stresses. “It will be a precedent-setting 
case for school boards across the country.’ 


The litigants need help, though—and lots of it.

“We're several hundred thousand dollars in debt,’ says Chamberlain. The most oppor- 
tune fundraising time is right now, in the heat of the case’s imminence. 


They have received $40,000 from the B.C. Teachers’ Federation and some money from 
local teacher’s organizations, but they are depending on enormous fundraising to ensure the 
litigants do not end up personally destitute because of their efforts on behalf of students.

“I've got the brains; you’ve got the looks—let’s make lots of money.’ These 
lyrics—many moons ago—were the first | heard of the Pet Shop Boys, and were definitely 
prophetic, despite their song’s designation of talents. Ever since the mid-‘80s, Neil 
Tennant and Chris Lowe have held a place in world pop. Their position in that world 
now? read ahead and find out—Neil Tennant has the lowdown. 


Outlooks: It’s been less than a year since you released your Further Listening retro- 
spective collection—did working with some of your past music really make you want to 
move forward with the new material on this latest CD? 


Tennant: Well, we were already working on this; it was pretty much already written 
by the time we were finishing off the Further Listening stuff. It was all happening at the 
same time: we were doing this, finishing the musical, finishing off the re-issues. It was three 
things at once, especially since the musical came forward; it was in the offing and then the 
production company wanted to do it in the spring. 


Outlooks: Tell me a bit about that project 


Tennant: We worked over the last four years with a playwright called Jonathan 
Harvey, who did a play and a film called Beautiful Thing, which a lot of people saw. We were 
doing other stuff and worked on and off and | guess we wrote the bulk of it the year 
before last. It was produced by The Really Useful group—Andrew Webber's company— 
and ran for six months in the West End last year. Our idea was to do something really 
different in terms of musical theatre, in terms of subject matter, the style of the music, 
the way it was performed; we also wanted to get a different type of audience into the 
theatre and | think we achieved all those things. It was a very, very different sort of show. 


Outlooks: How so? 


Tennant: Well, musicals tend to have... well, the sort of music you get in musicals 
[Laughs]. We wanted to write a score that was like contemporary electronic pop music. 
And that’s what we did. Jonathan’s script was very sort of outrageously funny in some 
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parts, very sad and others; it was all set at a gay night at a club in London. | think it actually 
might be coming to Canada; we have a Canadian company wanting to produce it at the 
moment and we're just sorting our options right now. 


Outlooks: So do you have a taste for it? Would you like to do another? 
Tennant: | would definitely do another one. Absolutely. Definitely. 


Outlooks: Your newest release, Release, has an overall sweet melancholy to it—was 
there anything in particular that inspired this mood? 


Tennant: Well, Chris very much made a suggestion early on to do a record that 
wasn’t really like dance music, which a lot of our material is. | think we felt it was time 
for a change as far as that was concerned. We wrote and recorded a lot of it at my house 
in northern England and it’s quite interesting to make a record out of London because 
you're away from a lot of influences and what’s happening.

Interesting in a positive way, | 


Tennant: It was really quite refreshing 
to just write songs about what we wanted 
to write about. Chris actually used real 
sounds—like real drum samples—as 
opposed to electronic drums. He kept 
asking me to play guitar on tracks—which 
we don’t normally do—just focus on the 
lyrics and the melodies. And | think this is 
good. | think it’s a really strong collection of 

songs. Sometimes we like to do epic 
productions, but this one wasn’t quite so 
epic. | think people will be surprised by 
how much guitar is on the album.

Shop Boys Outlooks: |’Il just toss out something 
frivolous here: Sir Neil Tennant and Sir 
Chris Lowe—if you were around long 


enough to be honoured as such would that hold any appeal for you? 


Tennant: We don’t agree with the honour system. We are both Republicans; we don’t 
agree with the monarchy, although we've got nothing against them personally. My own 
feeling—on knighthood and things like that—is that it diminishes people, really. | mean, 
Sir Paul McCartney sounds to me like a British parochial figure, whereas Paul McCartney 
was one of the Beatles [Laughs]. Does he need a “Sir”?! | do know some people really 
like all that. lan McKellen is a good friend of ours and he’s Sir lan McKellen. Anyway, it 
wouldn’t happen. If it did, | would turn it down. [Laughs]. 


Outlooks: For fifteen years, you obviously had a strong fan base in the gay commu- 
nity, and over that period of time much has changed in terms of acceptance; do you think 
the assimilation of gay culture is a good thing or have we lost some of the sense of fun 
as we “move forward”? 


Tennant: Hmmm. | don’t know if | think there is such a thing as gay culture, really. | 
think the whole idea of gay is really old-fashioned, anyway. | mean, the whole notion of 
gay came out of a response to political oppression in the late ‘60s, early ‘70s. | think as 
equality is being achieved—it isn’t totally but we're getting there—l think the whole idea 
of gay will evaporate. I’ve always been suspicious of dividing people up into communities; 
| think we should have one community. | mean, everyone is different. There is a great 
quote by Yoko Ono, “Everyone has a completely different set of lips; the difficult thing is 
not to be different, the difficult thing is to be similar”. And | kind of agree with that. | 
think we should have one community and not be divided up into little communities. | kind 
of think being gay is about sex, really [Laughs]. | don’t think it necessarily implies our 
range of cultural choices. It doesn’t mean you have to like the Pet Shop Boys. [Laughs] 


Outlooks: True, but it helps. 


Tennant: [Laughs] Last year we were going to do this tour called Wotapalaver and it 
was going to come to the United States and Canada—sort of a gay lollapalooza. Our 
inspiration behind it was to put a lot of gay performers onstage and then you’d see how 
there isn’t such a thing as gay music! [Laughs] If you have Sinead O’Connor, Pet Shop 
Boys and Melissa Etheridge onstage you'd think “Well, they've got nothing in common!” 
[Laughs] There isn’t such as thing as gay music. | mean, you go to a club and there are a 
lot of people dancing to Gloria Gaynor singing | Will Survive and they’re probably all going 
to be straight too! | think we have to get away from this sort of labeling, and | think we 
can only do that because equality is being achieved. Sexual freedom is being achieved. 
And that means the ghetto that was created by sexual inequality is going to fade away. 
Now there will be things about that we might miss, but on the whole | think it’s a healthy 
thing W

Clicking your way toa 
new home

Low interest rates and a favourable real 
estate market are causing many Canadians to 
seriously consider purchasing a home instead 
of renting. And thanks to the Internet and 
the advent of the information age, figuring 
out how to finance your property purchase 
can be done effortlessly via the web, in 
comfort of your own home. 


Many online resources can be used to 
learn all about your options in financing your 
home purchase. Banks have become increas- 
ingly web-oriented, providing useful services 
through their sites. Included on the websites 
of most financial institutions is a practical 
mortgage calculator, which asks you a few 
simple questions and then presents you with an assessment of what you can afford. The 
Internet allows you to shop around and compare mortgage rates from various lenders 
within minutes. Once you have found the mortgage that best suits your needs, you can 
start the application for your mortgage right from your computer. 


CanadaMortgage.com is a great online resource, and it allows you to compare rates 
across the board from all of the major banks and lenders by displaying a closed and open 
term rate table. With one click, you can launch the mortgage calculator, type in the 
principal, payment frequency and interest rate to see what your monthly payment would 
be. Or, you can use the calculator in reverse by typing in the monthly payment that you 
can afford. It will then calculate what your maximum purchase price can be. You can easily 
compare your current renting situation to home mortgage payments using the “Rent vs. 
Own Calculator”. As a renter,! was quite surprised to find that my mortgage payment on 
an $80,000 condo would be $25 less than my current rent! The site also contains a very 
useful “Learning Centre”, which teaches you the ABCs of mortgages and property 
purchase. There’s even a mortgage glossary in case 
you were wondering what a “buy down” or 
“moratorium” is. If you decide to apply for a 
mortgage, the site contains an application form for 
the Pioneer West Acceptance Corporation. 


The Bank of Montreal’s website at 
www.bmo.com has a comprehensive Mortgage 
Centre that details the bank’s mortgage plans. The 
site also includes various mortgage calculation tools. The How Much Can | Afford? calcu- 
lator takes your gross monthly income and existing debt to determine the price range of 
a property within your financial means. Additionally, the website features information on 
special offers for Bank of Montreal customers, such as Air Miles reward miles for 
mortgages and a four percent cash-back incentive. If you are confused as to what 
mortgage is best for you, simply fill out the Online MortgageMate, which will recommend 
a specific mortgage based on your answers to a few questions. There is even a section on 
the website devoted to a first time buyer that explains mortgage concepts and provides 
valuable advice for purchasing a home.

The Royal Bank’s website www.royalbank.ca advises you about the various costs 
associated with purchasing a new home that buyers frequently overlook. Thinking of 
relocating? The website includes average housing prices for Canadian cities. Calgary’s 
average house price ($176,300) is nearly $100,000 less than the most expensive city— 
Vancouver ($261,500). The least expensive city, Winnipeg, is the only major city with an 
average price of less than $100,000. Montreal seems to be a steal at only $130,000, 
compared with nearby Toronto at $251,700. The website also gives tips for coming up with 
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the required five percent down payment 
[available to first-time buyers only]. It 
encourages raiding a “nest egg” from your 
parents or relatives, among other creative 
suggestions. 


Using the Internet for financial matters is 
becoming so popular, that the Australian 
Department of Education and Community 
Services recommends a school assignment 
that gives students an opportunity to learn 
about financing property purchases on the 
Internet. Even landlords have noticed that 
many tenants are ditching their monthly rent 
in favour of mortgage payments. In a remark- 
able attempt to make up lost ground, Visa 
recently partnered with several major rental 
companies in the United States to allow 
credit card payments of monthly rent. Not 
surprisingly, in a pilot study, fourty percent of 
tenants put the rent on their credit card 
when given the opportunity. As tempting as it 
might be to pay your rent by credit, debt 
counselors unanimously agree that it is 
definitely a step in the wrong direction. 
Instead, spend a few minutes exploring your 
financing options on the Internet. You may be 
surprised to discover what you can afford. W

No. Particularly if you 
ask David Tarrant, a master of container gardening 
and conquering small spaces, who says, “Container 
gardening is very, very simple—but there are some 
key things you need to know; a few basics to watch out for.” 


A few basics, you say? Do tell Mr.Tarrant. 


David Tarrant’s Top Tips for Container Gardening: 


Small pots tend to dry out very quickly;a good minimum size is thirty centimeters deep 
by thirty centimeters in diameter. Anything smaller you would need to water at break- 
fast, lunch and dinner, and were all too busy for that. 


¢ In many Canadian climates, winters are just too cold to pursue this type of gardening 
year ‘round, and not many plants are tough enough to survive. Silver-leafed varieties such 
as Licorice Plant, Artemesia and Dusty Miller are all quite hardy and make for a great 
background. Other varieties to consider are Petunias (good in prairie heat), Pelargoniums 
(more commonly known as Geraniums), Godetia (colourful and pretty) and Colius (good 
in shady spots). Higher humidity areas, such as southern Ontario, offer a little more 
leeway in terms of plant selection; see your garden centre consultant for other sugges- 
tions. 


¢ Fake terra-cotta pots made of fiber- 
glass or plastic can stand up to climatic 
changes in most areas of the country. 
These can also be found in faux concrete, 
faux lead, faux iron and faux granite in 
many higher-end garden centres. 


* All pots should have drainage holes in 
the bottom, period. Over this should be 
some kind of drainage material—styro- 
foam sandwich or meat trays, carefully 
washed and crumbled, are an excellent, 
lightweight and eco-friendly material. An 
inch or two in the bottom of your 
container is ideal. 


* Potting soils are predominantly peat 
moss with some perlite and vermiculite 
mixed in. That’s not bad for containers, as 
peat holds a fair bit of water; however, it 
is important to not let the peat dry out, 
as it is difficult to re-hydrate when that 
happens. 


* The key to a successful summer “show” of plants is that, when the root end gets very 
full (this will coincide with the top becoming full with blooms), you should put a small 
amount of plant food into the water every time you water. Frequent watering can actually 
wash away nutrients, so it’s important to replace them. Use a dilute solution; if it works 
at a teaspoon per liter, it should be that or less per watering, perhaps even a few drops 
for a small amount of water in a small container. 


-Spare no expense in purchasing the plants for your container gardens. The root balls 
can be touching, so you can make your display as full and as lush as possible. You want it 
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to look lovely from the get-go, so 
ten to twelve plants should be 
sufficient on average. 


¢ A container garden need not 
all be flowers: herbs are a lovely 
addition, too. | usually use 
Parsley as background foliage; 
purple-leafed and tri-coloured 
Sage are both beautiful. Different 
leaf shapes and sizes give a lovely 
texture. You can even use spiky 
things—like Dracena—in the 
middle, as we used to do ages 
ago. 

¢ Morning watering is best and the spring and early summer. As the weather gets 
hotter, a morning and evening watering is advisable. If you are adding plant food, do so 
for only one watering of the day. 


* If you’re planting on a balcony, unless you 
want to meet that cute guy downstairs, 
make sure you have a tray or saucer under 
your container. Water left over in there is 
also helpful in the summer, as it helps to 
sustain them through the day and provides 
some humidity as it evaporates. 


The most important thing to remember is 
that container gardening should be fun—be 
sure to select the colours and varieties that 
will bring you the maximum amount of 
pleasure through a reasonable amount of 
effort. As container gardens are generally 
quite limited in size, if something doesn’t 
work you may try, try again if you choose, 
with little financial loss. Happy planting! W

Earthly delights

Can there be anything more challenging (and yet rewarding at the same time) as 
gardening in Calgary? 


There is perhaps nowhere else on earth where one can string outdoor Christmas 
lights wearing nothing but a fave muscle shirt 
one day, then see temperatures plummet to 
-30°C the next. 


And frost and snow in July are not 
unheard of. So go figure how a recent poll 
found gardening is the number one hobby in 
our city (some even preferred gardening to 
sex. Thankfully, | don’t know anyone who fits 
that profile!) 


With spring officially here and summer 
just around the corner, we gardening enthu- 
siasts and wannabes alike are itching to get 
out into the garden. So, while we wait for 
the blessed event to occur, here are some gardening tips, which will help make this year’s 
garden glorious. 


There is still frost in the ground in all but the warmest of southern-exposed sites, so 
digging is out of the question. Besides, one of the “never-do” rules of thumb is never 
work wet soil. This is also true for apartment/condo dwelling container gardeners. If you 
work wet soil, when it finally dries it will be as hard as concrete. 


There are, however, gardening tasks that can be undertaken now. 


¢ | don’t cut back perennials, nor do | remove annuals in the fall for two reasons: they 
provide winter interest in the garden and, more importantly, they will help collect snow. 


* Now is the perfect time to cut back perennials and remove-the annuals not taken 


care of in the fall. Cut back perennials to 5- 
10 cm and remove spent stalks, flower heads 
and the like. 


* If you have delphiniums, now is the 
perfect time to sprinkle wood ashes around 
the base of the plant—an ideal way to elimi- 
nate the occurrence of mid-summer black 
spot and aphids. 


* Feel free at this time to remove dead 
branches from shrubbery as well. | don’t personally prune large trees, as this is an art | 
have yet to master. Rather, | hire an expert. Always ensure the person you hire is a certi- 
fied aroborist. Cute works as well. 


* Believe it or not, it isn’t too early to fertilize your lawn—even if there is still snow on 
it. The trick here is to apply fertilizer at half the rate suggested on the package. Adding 
one half a cup of Epsom salts to the fertilizer will result in the greenest grass you’ve ever 
seen. 


* It is too early to power-rake and/or aerate your lawn. Wait until the first week after 
Mother’s Day (assuming the snow is all gone!). Conifers (evergreens) are terribly dry 
right now, so a good hosing of the needles will produce wonderful results later in the 
growing season. 


¢ And one of the best gardening tasks to undertake this time of the year is planning 
(read: shopping) which ornamentals, perennials and annuals go where. Poring through 
seed catalogues and gardening books will give you some great ideas, as will watching 
gardening shows on television. My personal fave is The Victory Garden on PBS. Sure, host 
Roger Swain is far from a babe, but he sure knows his stuff! 


So, spring to it and enjoy. 


There can be nothing more gratifying than puttering in one’s garden. Come to think 
of it, gardening while having sex would be divine. W

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BUSINESS PROFILE 


Partners in happiness

Last year, while | was researching a travel story on Key West for the January issue of 
Outlooks, | had the immense pleasure of staying at Island House and meeting its friendly 
owners, Jon and Martin. On a recent return visit, this delightful couple took time out of 
their busy schedules to share their philosophies on running a gay men’s resort, finding the 
right staff to help them do so and the intricacies of providing a happy experience for their 
guests in an all-gay environment. Their views on business will inspire any of our readers 
who may have dreams of one day owning a gay hotel, B & B or resort in a tropical climate 
away from the harshness of our northern winters. 


Outlooks: Was it desire or something in each of your backgrounds that made you 
want to open a gay men’s resort? 


Martin: Desire. It was something we had thought about for a long time. We lived 
overseas in Taiwan and Hong Kong and received many, many visitors—sometimes it felt 
like an hotel. Not so much in terms of a business, but more for fun. We never really 
thought of it in terms of profit. 


Outlooks: |s it quite a bit different, going from a house full of guests to forty rooms? 


Jon: Oh, yes! The other thing | might add to what Martin said is that we were both 
in retail at various stages in our lives. | think, 
in some ways, running a guesthouse or small 
hotel is like retail: we're selling the experi- 
ence of staying in a guesthouse in Key West. 
It's about putting together a team of people 
who can deliver that experience to the 
guest. | think we both find it’s a little bit 
simpler than retailing was. This is simple: 
you just clean the rooms every day and keep 
smiling at people. 


Outlooks: Why did you choose Jon at the oe 
Key West as a location? reception desk 


Martin: | think Key West chose us, 
after an exhaustive search. We 
searched the entire world when we thought about opening some sort of bed and break- 
fast or a small hotel, and we compiled a list. First of all, it had to be gay friendly. Second, 
it had to be in a climate people would enjoy. Also, near the top of the list, we were looking 
for low crime and good health care— think the kind of list people might compile when 
they’re ready to retire. It had to be somewhere that people could get to quite easily, so 
that eliminated certain exotic spots such as Bali. We were very keen on Bali and Australia, 
but decided they were just too far. We even had a ‘go’ in Hawaii, but it was too far from 
the mainland. When you compile a list like that and then look at places, it gets very short. 


Outlooks: Do you find Key West is good for Europeans, Australians, North 
Americans—is it central for a number of visitors or is it mainly U.S. visitors? 


Jon: Eighty percent of our visitors are from the U.S.; the other twenty percent are not 
from here—eighty percent [of the remaining twenty percent] of them are from Canada, 
the U.K.and Germany. The rest of the world makes up the balance. 


Martin: | think Key West is thought to be, by many, a faraway, exotic destination. It’s 
not in the mainstream, and | think when guests get here they're just delighted. It’s Key 
West, not America. 


Jon: The overwhelming majority of guests who come to Key West are middle-aged, 
middle-class. It is somewhat expensive compared to other places you could go, so it 
mostly attracts guys who are already far along in their careers and can afford a place like 
this. They’re attracted by the whole ambience of Key West: the historic district, the safety 
of the place, the fact that you can walk everywhere. There’s a lot going on for such a small 
town. And, | think, central to their coming back over and over again is this guesthouse 
experience—being in a totally gay space. It’s a place where you can really be yourself and 
hang out—literally, without your clothes on if you like—and talk to anybody about 
anything. That’s something that most of us can’t totally do in the straight world; it’s quite 
a magical combination. 


Outlooks: Being travellers yourselves, what do you think is of paramount importance 
for guests here at Island House? 


Jon: Everything is important: you have to get that room spotlessly clean every day, you 
have to get the reservation perfectly correct, every bit of food you serve in the café has 
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to be fresh, everybody’s got to have a fun time every minute of the day. Everything is 
important. 


Martin: Hospitality is at the top of my personal list. It’s very easy in the gay world to 
determine the type of person you're interested in; at Island House, they come in all sizes, 
shapes, weights, ages—| try to get to every single guest. It’s very important to not just 
talk to the “pretty boys”. We make everyone feel welcome here. You’ve got to enjoy 
meeting people—everybody has a story to tell, and some of our guests lead fascinating 
lives. 


Outlooks: You certainly do have quite a cross-section of people here. Still, would you 
say that there is a typical Island House 
guest? 


Jon: There is. If | had to describe him, I'd 
say he’s thirty-eight or thirty-nine years old, 
from the USA—probably the southeastern 
US., Florida or Georgia—he’s middle-class 
or upper middle-class. He's got a career, a 
mortgage, a car. Half [of the guests] have 
boyfriends, half of them don’t. He’s also 
probably been to Key West over and over 
and over—he’s back here because he loves 
it. That said, we do have an enormous 
= We variety of guests.

Outlooks: What was the biggest 
hurdle you had to overcome in the 
early days of the business? 


Martin: The shock of accepting Island House in the shape it was in! That was very 
difficult. The rooms were run down, we were understaffed and we had no management. | 
| think John and | were extremely embarrassed by the way the place was. Our initial plan 
was to close the place down, but this never happened so we wound up running the hotel 
in the condition it was in when we took it over. This was very difficult because we both 
don’t live like that—we’re very conscientious chaps! As it turned out, it was the best 
three months we ever had: we got to know Island House, we got to know our guests, we 
got to converse with them and learn what they liked and what they didn’t like. And what 
we learned day one was that people weren’t here for the state of the hotel, they were 
here for the camaraderie of the guests. For John and I, the first three months was “Hotel 
University”—and we both passed! We're still learning every day. 


Outlooks: Are you happy having just the one operation or would you be open to 
expansion in other cities, given the opportunity? 


[Laughter from both] 


Martin: It’s very tempting to think we could do this somewhere else, but Island House 
Key West is a very magical place. You need certain ingredients to make that happen; Island 
House could only be replicated where there’s a very similar temperature and a secure, 
safe background. | couldn’t see us in Jamaica or the Caribbean. 


Jon: We've had our period of working long hours and sleeping in strange hotel rooms. 
It’s just nice for us to be able to come here every day. If we were to do anything along 
those lines, it would be to buy the place across the street as an extension of Island House. 


Outlooks: You have a very personal style when it comes to running Island House, and 
even when you're not here the staff maintains that. Do you find that helps in running a 
successful business? 


’ 


Jon: You know the phrase “leading from the front”—if we have a management style, | 
think that’s it. We teach by demonstration and so our staff treats guests the way we do. 


Outlooks: Having been here when you're not around, | can tell you the staff behaves 
the same way you do. If | get down to the happy hour a little bit late, they count my 
couple of glasses of wine as part of happy hour and say “Oh, if Jon was here he wouldn’t 
be charging you for your wine because you didn’t get here until the tail end of happy 
hour.” They understand the little touches that make guests come away satisfied. Do you 
think it’s that attention to detail that sets gay accommodation aside from, say, the larger 
chains such as Westin and Hyatt? 


Jon: | think the main thing is just being in a gay environment. The rooms may or may 
not be better; it’s just that everyone around you, for that period of time, is gay. If you 
think about that, it’s profoundly liberating. It enables you to be completely free. We all 
live in the straight world, we all know how to get along. But you can probably think of 
situations where there are gays and lesbians together, talking as we do, and one straight 
person joins the group and suddenly the whole tenor of our conversation shifts into what 
| call our “straight mode”. To me, the most important element of gay accommodation is 
that it is gay. 

Martin: Also, unlike some hotels, we set up with the intention of 
making this feel like everyone’s club. We even thought about calling it Club 
Island House at one point. The level of camaraderie at Island House is

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always high. Some friendships struck up here go on for years, and it’s really 
lovely seeing that. From my own experience, the only person you speak to 
at other hotels is the concierge.

Outlooks: What degree of personal satisfaction do the two of you get from being the 
hosts here at Island House? 


Jon: | think we're very, very fortunate in that the two of us share an equal dedication 
to the business and have an identical vision of what’s important and what's not important. 
Beyond that, we each have a very different set of skills. I’m more accounting and the back 
office,and Martin is very geared towards people. | look at staff in terms of their skills and 
Martin is more aware of how they get on together and relate to guests. 


Outlooks: Neither of you came from an 
hotel management background; what advice 
would you give people who might want to 
get into this field? 


Martin: First of all, you’ve got to enjoy 
sharing your life; this business is like being in 
a goldfish bowl. We're friends to thousands 
and thousands of gay men around the world. 
You’ve got to be prepared for a lack of 
privacy, but | think our guests appreciate the 
fact that we share our lives with them. 


Jon: You really need to have a clear 
understanding of what's required to be 
successful. Knowing how to run an hotel is 
not the key to Island House. We got some 
very good advice on running a guesthouse 

from the beginning, but at the end of the 

day it’s not about cleaning rooms or 

taking reservations, it’s that you're selling 
—— ! an experience. And you're a part of that 
experience—youre creating it.

Martin: You also have to be confident. You’ve got to stick to your plans, because 
there’s advice thrown out all along the route. We had a master plan, and we're pretty 
much on track. 


Outlooks: I’ve noticed a very high percentage of repeat guests, that’s very strong at 
Island House, isn’t it? 


Jon: Just over half of our business is repeat visitors—that’s an incredible foundation 
to your business, knowing that half of it will be coming your way already, without finding 
anybody new or running another ad. Half of the other half is made up of men who are 
here because a friend stayed here. You're much better off satisfying an existing customer 
than trying to find a new one. You've picked up on some of our tricks—giving things away, 
for example. It is so much less expensive to make a guest happy now than to “buy” a new 
one. 


Outlooks: With the vast difference between Canadian and U.S. currency, why should 
our readers in Canada choose a place like Key West and Island House as a vacation desti- 
nation? 


Jon: Well, because it’s the most fabulous place in the world! [Laughs] | can almost 
guarantee they'll have the time of their life. Also, we have a very broad range of rates— 
broader than most hotels. Our cheapest room is a third the price of our most expen- 
sive one. People come here and get the 
room they can afford and just enjoy the 
experience. They're not here for the room; 
they’re here for everything else. All of our 
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rooms have the same amenities—air condi- canadian 

tioning, cable TVs and VCRs. Some of them

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are just really small and don’t have a 
beautiful view, and some are enormous and 
have gorgeous art in them and views for 
days. And, like always in the hotel business, 
you pay for that.

CD REVIEW & 


Release 
The Pet Shop Boys 
EMI Music 


Whoever coined the phrase “familiarity breeds contempt” was obviously not a Pet 
Shop Boys fan. Since the mid-‘80s now, Neil Tennant and Chris Lowe have been weath- 
ering of the storm of the often tempestuous—and fickle—music industry, churning out a 
prodigious amount of material. And, if we hadn't liked it, their fame would have lasted 
fifteen minutes rather than fifteen years. 


Release, their latest offering, delivers exactly what fans have come to expect from the 
Boys: a distinctive sound that seems 
comfortable and familiar without coming off 
as rehashed or tired. Both men—gay icons 
with a capital “l’—somehow manage to 
strike the right chord at any given moment 
in pop culture; no mean feat in a genre that 
truly can bubble up and go pop in the blink 
of an eye. And Release is right on the money. 
After a few years of disco extravagance 
(insert “delicious” in there somewhere, 
please) on such songs as Go West and You 
Are Always On My Mind the material on 
their newest CD have a serenity and sweet- 
ness to them, a mood that seems entirely 
appropriate in the uncertain first years of 
the early ‘00s. 


On the most melancholy cuts (1 Get Along, Love Is A Catastrophe), vocalist Neil 
Tennant delivers the sentiment without a hint of sentimentality. Rather than wallowing in 
sadness, the songs are performed with the kind of wise resignation that comes from years 
of hurt—and subsequent redemption. Even if the most sombre (and pretty) songs are 
not delivered by way of first-person experience, they are deftly handled by a soul who has 
witnessed such sadness from the sidelines. And learned to recognize the value in it. 


This is not to say, however, that every song on Release is a downer; that’s simply not 
the case (one features a fictional erotic tumble with Eminem backstage after one of his 
concerts). Rather, listening to this CID is something akin to staying up all night with a close 
friend discussing—and sometimes solving—all the world’s problems. The upside of this 
is not so much the recounting of an experience as the realization that such experiences, 
good or bad, can be shared—and often are. 


With such a marked departure in mood and delivery on a single album (acoustic guitar 
figures prominently on several cuts), the Pet Shop Boys offer a familiar voice in unfamiliar 
territory—or at least territory none of us wishes to recognize as too familiar. That the 
journey can be made with friends we’ve known through countless albums over fifteen 
years is not just a comfort, it’s a gift. Treat yourself to Release and get re-acquainted with 
the reflective side of the Pet Shop Boys; you might just be surprised by what is reflected 
back at you.

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Should Gay Bars Discriminate?

After centuries of discrimination, it may seem ironic 
that some members of the gay community are now 
seriously wondering out loud whether bars originally 
created for gay men or lesbian women should have the 
right to exclude patrons of other sexual persuasions. 


On a recent visit to Britain, | was in Manchester, 
looking up my old university haunts. Thirty years 
ago, there were really only a couple of pubs in 
the city centre reputed to be gay. The social 
revolution since then has changed things. In 
the central area along the canal there is an 
entire block known as the gay village. 
Manchester’s fame for matters gay was 
greatly enhanced by the TV series Queer As 
Folk. 


Clearly, many closets have been emptied out over the three decades since | called 
Manchester home.

However, there are flies in the ointment. On a Saturday afternoon, | dropped into 
The Rembrandt, a pub in the heart of Manchester’s gay district. The Rembrandt was 
open thirty years ago, even if social attitudes then still had a long way to go. In March 
the pub was full of gay men having a Saturday afternoon pint and one even had his dog 
along, a charming sign of English tolerance for our four-footed friends. 


However, the fame engendered by Queer As Folk has a downside. Several imbibers 
told me many gay men now avoid Manchester’s gay village because there are too many 
sightseers and gawkers. Gay men are tired of being exhibits for the amusement of 
straight couples, straight women and lesbians. 


There is a similar problem in Brighton, long viewed as Britain’s gay capital. A group 
of radical gay men there have now formed Our Space, a militant pressure group that 
is tired of having straight women hijack gay clubs. Johnny Lord, is founder of Our 
Space. He argues that the presence of women in men’s clubs, be they straight or 
lesbian, sterilizes the atmosphere. Lord also claims many straight women mistakenly 
believe they can “convert” gay men and, when they’re rejected, they become aggres- 
sive and offensive. 


Says Lord: “These people just want to come and have a look at the ‘freaks’. The 
Manchester gay scene has been effectively destroyed by let’s-take-a-peek straights and 
that’s going to happen in Brighton unless we do something.” 


Lord and his gay male friends want gay bars to start banning women and he also says 
he has no problem if straight or lesbian bars ban gay men. 


This debate is unlikely to end soon. British gay rights campaigner Peter Tatchell says 
any move to ban women in gay bars smacks of discrimination, but adds that most 
reasonable people think it’s OK to have clubs especially for women or people of 
colour. Likewise, Tatchell thinks there should be spaces for gay men or women. 


Angela Mason, who runs Stonewall, the gay rights pressure group, says any kind of 
gender discrimination is unlawful and sends out the wrong message. She thinks gay 
rights is all about moving into the mainstream of society and becoming equal citizens. 


Still, this doesn’t solve the problem of gay men who feel their space is being invaded. 
Many find they are now uncomfortable in old social haunts and some have given up 
clubbing or pubbing, not only in Brighton and Manchester but in Winnipeg too. 


There has been acrimony in the past couple of years about policies at Gio’s, a club

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founded by gay men. On the first and third Saturdays of every month, the club is now 
taken over by lesbians and it’s widely advertised as Womyn’s Night, even though 
lesbians have their own club, Ms. Purdy’s. As a result, quite a few gay males have 
cancelled their memberships in Gio’s and found other places to socialize, or simply 
decided to quit the club scene. 


The Gio’s board claims lesbians drink plenty and, without their money, Gio’s would 
be in a financial hole. For its part, Ms Purdy’s, has lost a lot of business and is now 
largely run by volunteers. Other complaints from gays who are boycotting Gio’s are 
that too many straight people are now coming in. Added to that is a persistent 
complaint that Gio’s is now run by a board of drag queens and there is too much 
emphasis on drag shows. Many gay men are not happy and have voted with their 
wallets. 


Carpenter Robert Vandenberghe is one of them. He handed his membership card 
back to Gio’s after the board consistently ignored member complaints that they were 
no longer serving the needs of the gay men who founded it: “The board not only 
ignored the views of longtime members but went out of its way to cater to outside 
groups, including the lesbians and drag queen promoters,” he says. 


“Even though the lesbians have their own club, Gio’s took away two of our Saturdays 
and that drove a lot of gay men away. They said gay men could go any night of the 
week, but that isn’t the point. Saturday is the main day when people want to let their 
hair down and now many have just given up the bar scene altogether.” 


Vandenberghe finds it ironic that gay activists have always talked about the need to 
be inclusive of everyone, yet now many gay men feel excluded from their own bar. The 
alienation of many longtime Gio’s members is already having an effect: business on 
most weeknights was noticeably down and the bar is currently in transition. 


Perhaps one answer might be for gay men to infiltrate Ms. Purdy’s, the lesbian club, 
and eventually turn it into a gay men’s club. 


Stranger things have happened. W

‘Welcome to a dream 
that is now a reality... 
Welcome to a 
celebration of 
freedom.” Dr. Tom 
Waddell, founder of the 
Gay Games.

For many reasons, I’m thankful to have 
been relatively athletic as a kid. | played 
softball and soccer in town, and partici- 

pated in the usual grade school sports. Then 
surfaced the classic terrors of high school. Self-inflicted to a large degree, but still very 
real. When | became more aware of my sexuality and obvious attraction for the other 
guys, | withdrew almost completely from athletics. | didn’t want to be part of that world 
anymore, and didn’t exactly fit into the mold, either. | said au revoir to most sports, and 
indulged in academic and cultural endeavours. Some might say typical. Until... 


...| met Steve. | remember the day he approached me at the fountain just outside of 
Montpetit Hall at the University of Ottawa during Sunday recreational volleyball. He had 
recognized me from the bar, and suggested | check out the local gay volleyball league. At 
the tender age of twenty-one or twenty-two, | was mortified and completely baffled by 
this notion: a bunch of screaming queens slapping a ball around? At the time, | was 
obviously suffering from certifiably internalized homophobia, though | was quickly 
awakened to a very different reality. Like a Mikasa to the head, if you know what | mean. 
What | found was a safe space built on camaraderie and acceptance, with a bunch of 
sports-oriented men and women who actually played real volleyball. This was the genesis 
of my reborn athletic self: a more relaxed, self-assured and talented player. 


Then came 1998: a pivotal year. Amsterdam’s Gay Games V. Almost 15,000 competi- 
tors representing five continents and participating in 30 events. In case you didn’t know, 
the Gay Games is a quadrennial athletic and cultural event which brings together people 
from around the world, based on the principles of inclusion and participation. There are 
no minimum standards to qualify; the only requirement is the desire to support the ideals 
of the Games, as established its founder Dr. Tom Waddell. 


“The purpose of the Federation of Gay Games is to foster and augment the self- 
respect of lesbians and gay men throughout the world and to engender respect and 
understanding from the non-gay world, primarily through an organized international 
participatory athletic and cultural event held every four years, and commonly known as 
the Gay Games.” 


It was phenomenal, often overwhelming. When | marched into Amsterdam's soccer 
stadium for the opening ceremonies with my volleyball teammates, all of us in our red- 
and-white Team Toronto uniforms, | was swept away by the inspiration, the magnitude and 
the idealism of the moment. The music was thunderous, the cheers were deafening, and 
| was surrounded by thousands of likeminded people and supporters spanning the globe, 
from Turkey to Peru, Zimbabwe to Bangladesh. Some of these people literally risked their 
lives to be in Amsterdam, just to be part of the experience. For all of us, this was an 
opportunity to collectively experience the solidarity of community and celebrate the 
diversity and scope of the GLBT community. At the end of the competition, our team 
came home with a silver medal, but that wasn’t the point. More importantly, we were 
there and we soaked it all in. 
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So if you can make it to Sydney this November, | suggest you do. If you're already regis- 
tered, I’ll see you there. But if you can’t make it and you're nonetheless feeling restless, 
I'll guarantee that you can find some relief in your locally-organized GLBT sporting 
groups, whether it be cycling or tennis, bowling or swimming. 


For further proof, just survey the 500 gay men and lesbians who were in Calgary over 
Easter weekend. The Apollo Friends in Sports organization in Cowtown just celebrated 
the 20th anniversary of its Western Cup tournament, which has become the largest 
annual gay and lesbian multi-sport event in North America. Take my word and theirs: if 
you've long retreated from the arena of athletics, the validation and personal reward you 
may receive from participating in organized GLBT sports leagues may become your 
greatest addictions. 


Tom Waddell died of AIDS-related complications on July | 1th, 1987 but his legacy 
endures. What he thought would be an “interesting” venture has matured into the single 
largest athletic and cultural event in the world.And stick around for 2006: the Games will 
be in Montréal!

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Social activism

If there is a “gay agenda”, it is probably to become equal to heterosexuals under the 
law. It’s a worthy goal, to be sure, but is it enough? African Americans in the US have 
achieved that goal—to be equal under the law—but after moving to the Midwest to go 
to school, | was really taken aback by how much segregation is still very much a part of 
American culture. Laws are relatively easy to change. They are explicit and clear and 
when they are erased, they disappear and are replaced permanently. But the conscious- 
ness of the people—that’s covert, and even when outwardly, consciously, individuals 
promote equality, they can be subconsciously and unintentionally duplicitous. It would be 
a shame if the gay community followed suit and, achieving legal equality, wound up still 
having to fight invisible social barriers that are impossible to localize, let alone eradicate. 


Why did the civil rights movement fail to destroy racial segregation in the US? Is there 
any way that we can prevent the same outcome 
in our own social activism? 


I’m not a political scientist, historian, or even 
an anthropologist, so in a number of ways, I’m 
not qualified to speak to this subject. | am a 
cognitive scientist, however, which allows me to 
claim that | understand the way people think to 
some degree (not what they think, mind you). And what I’ve learned as a cognitive scien- 
tist has helped me understand some of my own personal experiences with issues of race 
in the US as well as providing some profound insights into the effects various types of 
social activism has on the social consciousness. 


It would be idiotic to say that | wasn’t aware of ethnic identity when | lived in Canada, 
but | do notice it more living in the States. One day, walking down the street, | not only 
noticed the skin colour of a group of people walking past, | realized that it affected me in 
a way that it hadn’t before. | was so ashamed! It wasn’t that | had negative thoughts about 
them. It’s that | grew up in place where race was just not relevant in the way it is here, 
and | took great pride in that fact. For awareness of skin colour to come unbidden into 
my mind, so rapidly and naturally and without my permission, felt like a betrayal of my own 
value system. Of course, how | choose to act on that awareness is by far more impor- 
tant, but | was still disturbed by the change in my perception. 


Standard psychological theory holds that there are personal characteristics that we are 
genetically primed to recognize. They are the features that we unconsciously recognize 
most rapidly, and remember longest: gender, age and race. The same results have been 
found and replicated repeatedly—these characteristics unquestionably hold a special 
place in the human psyche. Maybe that was why | was experiencing race so strongly? But 
if that was the case, why is it that | perceived a change in my perception? My awareness 
had a quality that it never had before. 

It was then that a researcher name Leda Cosmides, one of the founders of the field of 
“Evolutionary Psychology”, came to Indiana University to give a guest lecture. 
Evolutionary Psychology has a pretty bad public reputation because of a few crack-pots 
that have made outrageous claims like “Men are biologically disposed to rape” which the 
media over-sensationalized. However, its basic claim is simply that if psychology is to 
hypothesize that a behaviour or thought pattern is innate—genetically specified in some 
way—then the evolutionary environment of humans has to be taken into account.

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Looking at those characteristics (gender, age and race) it makes sense that we may have 
evolved neural circuitry to deal specifically with gender and age. Both are important for 
reproduction (gender for mating, age for reproductive ability) and both have been charac- 
teristics we’ve been exposed to since long before we were humans. Race, however? It’s 
only been in the last few hundred years that humans have been mobile enough to really 
experience people that are significantly different than us. Primitive primates migrating on 
foot just would not encounter other races—certainly not enough for it to affect evolu- 
tion. 


All the previous research was clear, though; race patterned the same as gender and age. 
So what gives? Long story short, Leda Cosmides showed in a series of exquisitely 
designed experiments that race is not the salient personal characteristic being processed 
like gender and age; group membership is. For the duration of human evolutionary 
history, it has been important to determine who is a member of your in-group—and 
therefore likely a friend—and who is not in your in-group and therefore, potentially an 
enemy. It makes sense then from an evolutionary standpoint. Race, then, as indicated by, 
say, skin colour, will be encoded like gender and age, to the extent it is indicative of group 
membership within a society. That bears repeating: skin colour will be encoded like 
gender and age, to the degree that it is shows group membership. In fact, any superficial 
characteristic (clothing, accent, vocabulary) will be strongly attended to, to the extent that 
it is indicative of group membership. (The 
origin of “gaydar” too?) 

The shift in my perceptions was probably a 
result of witnessing countless examples of 
segregation in my midwestern surroundings; the 
human mind is extremely sensitive to the statis- 
tics and group dynamics it experiences. The 
social realities of in-group and out-group are simply (and tragically) different from Calgary 
where | grew up, and eventually it had an impact on my perception, as it would on any 
human being. 


Group membership—in this case black and white—is not only reinforced by negative 
pressures like racism, but also by all the valuable, positive forces like solidarity, culture, and 
community. It’s ironic that the empowerment that allowed change to occur 
legally for African Americans in the US helps prevent change from occur- 
ring socially to end their social inequality.

Displays of group solidarity—rallies, protests, marches, Pride festivals, dedicated TV 
stations—all build community strength, but also accentuate the boundaries that define 
group membership. They subconsciously build an us/them division within society, and 
while solidarity and community strength are better ways to effect about institutional 
change, they do nothing to alter the underlying prejudices. 


Is it a “Catch-22”? If GLBT people unite to achieve civil rights, will we similarly be 
condemned to a being legally equal, but socially marginalized? Do we have to give up 
Pride and community in order to achieve ho-humization? No. Not if we're careful about 
our activism. Here’s one more crucial element to consider: group membership is hierar- 
chical. We all belong to more groups than we can count—everything from our families, 
to Buffy fans, to Canadians, to homosexuals, to owners of tri-coloured cats. Every charac-

teristic really is an indicator of group membership of some type. Obviously, some are 
more meaningful than others. | think that the key to finding the balance between Pride 
and changing societal attitudes is always to emphasize that there are group memberships 
that supercede being gay. 


Who are those that are the easiest to bring around to understanding homosexuality? 
Family and friends. Why? Because even after we come out, we are still their 
daughter/son/brother/sister/best friend. We have a relationship—group membership— 
that creates a force that draws us together and is much stronger than the force sexuality 
has to drive us apart. Consequently, if there are fundamental conflicts in the belief 
systems of our families and friends, they are more likely to resolve themselves in our 
favour. 


In that way, we have an advantage over the civil rights movement of the ‘60s, in which 
genetics, history and social circumstances divided black and white more completely. Most 
of us have been born into heterosexual families, which provides us inherent access to the 
group that we are attempting to gain equality with. We develop our first relationships 
before our friends (and we, ourselves) know that we're gay. 


If the only time that heterosexuals see homosexuality is as a community that they do 
not belong to, or worse, as a community pitted against them (or perceived as being pitted 
against them), they will have no reason to try to understand. No reason to see “gay 
rights” as “human rights”. We will be exposing them to countless examples of segrega- 
tion, and that will have a psychological impact. If instead we first establish a relationship— 
a group membership—to which we are both members, we are in a much better position 
to spread acceptance and understanding. 


Visibility is key. What becomes important to combat the divisive effects of confronta- 
tional political activism and public displays of community solidarity is being open and out 
in other contexts. GLBT people already belong to every conceivable group—if we are 
also being perceived passively as being gay when we interact with straight people at work, 
at social gatherings, or just walking the dog in the evening, that will eventually erode the 
wall that comes between us.

The development of increasingly effective antiviral medications like 
protease inhibitors, tests to determine viral load in the blood and a growing 
database of proven treatments have brought issues such as long term 
survival to the forefront for people infected with HIV. More frequently, HIV 
infection and AIDS are viewed as serious chronic manageable conditions and 
not a death sentence. : 


This optimism brings with it a major challenge in preventing infections in 
the first place. The number of HIV infections are again on the rise. We must 
never lose sight of the fact that there is no cure. HIV still progresses into 
AIDS and people die. The treatments create their own challenges over 
1 time. Drug resistant strains are becoming a key factor in slowing the spread 
of HIV and treating people who are newly infected. Avoiding HIV infection, 
practising safer sex and not sharing injection drug equipment remains the 
most important message! 


As new treatments come into use, the hope experienced by people 
infected with HIV has fostered the certainty that they will live longer and 
this brings about its own challenges. A decade ago, upon diagnosis, many 
spent their remaining years battling opportunistic infections and getting 
their affairs in order. Today it is very different. 


A positive diagnosis does not always mean immediate drug therapy. 
When drugs are needed, suppression of the amount of HIV in a person’s 
blood and progression of HIV disease can be slowed. This means that the 
focus for people is much different than it once was. Now people living with 
HIV work much longer, often switch careers and sometimes even upgrade 
their education. Still, there is always doubt and uncertainty in the 
background. -

over a longer period of time. There was a time when a person often 
progressed in one direction with HIV disease as the immune system was 
destroyed by HIV, opportunistic infections set in and AIDS became their 
diagnosis. The expectation was that health would deteriorate and it was a 
matter of a relatively short time before death occurred. 


With current medical advances—more experienced physicians and new 
drug treatments—a person can develop illness to a point of needing 
comprehensive care and then recover to an earlier point on the continuum 
and live independently or return to work. Managing one’s mental and 
physical health has become much more complex. 


All people living with a long term chronic disease experience an elevated 
level of stress, anxiety, uncertainty, depression and anger that is not experi- 
enced by many in the general population. With the dynamics of change in 
the longer term, the effects of these factors, and even their presence, 
become a way of life. It does not take much nor a major change to trigger 
an episode of depression. Living longer means being vigilant and knowing 
the signs to watch for. 


Beyond the advances in medical treatments, there are some common 
traits that long term survivors share, including: | 


optimistism and hope for the future 


integrating spiritual, mental and physical actions 


rejecting the view that disease progression is inevitable and in one 
direction 


setting goals and plans for the future 


viewing HIV and AIDS a chronic condition, not a death sentence 


integrating change into their lives while managing stress

seeking health information 


making changes to habits which negatively impact health

taking control of decisions which affect them and making informed 
choices 


maintaining a congenial and cooperative relationship with their doctors 


Each individual is unique and HIV progresses differently in every person. 
Just as every person is affected by the common flu in a different way, recover 
at different rates and experience the effects differently, so is the experience 
of HIV. 


If there is one thing shared by all longer term survivors, it is that after 
recovering from the initial shock of their diagnosis, they struggle to gain 
some level of normalcy in everyday life. The new advances in drug therapies 
have made this much easier today than a decade ago. 


The reality observed by longer term survivors is that the social issues 
around HIV/AIDS are the same. VVhat has changed is that many communi- 
ties are numbed by the impact of HIV/AIDS and the seriousness of the 
disease is now lost in that numbing void. Under the surface of the headlines 
with news of medical, pharmaceutical and scientific advances, too many 
people are still becoming infected with HIV and the gay ee is still 
disproportionately repress in those numbers.
